Tak Compliments upon this Occaſion 
from all the Courts in Europe, eſpecially the 
Hague, were ſcarce over, and the King 
returned to himſelf from the Tranſports of 
Joy which the Thoughts of ſuch a Bleſſing 
had given him, whentheſe Dreams of future 
Happineſs were interrupted by the ſudden 
Alarm of an Invaſion from Abroad. The 
King judging others by himſelf, would not 
give Credit at firſt to the repeated Advices 
of his Danger: conſcious of having injured 
no body, he believed no body would in- 
jure him. At the ſame Time he had parti- 
cular Liſts given him of the Nobility and 
others, who were engaged in the Deſign 
againſt him; all whote Perſons he had it 
in his Power to have ſecured, which might 
have prevented the Conſequences that fol- 
lowed ; but he was perſuaded by thoſe, 
who betrayed him, not to do fo unpopular 
an Act, which would inflame the Nation 
more, -and increaſe ill Blood : Such Ad- 
vice, upon ſuch an Occaſion, I believe was
